CANADA PAYS ITS WAY. 

The outstanding fact in the budget presented 
by Hon. J. A. Robb is that the revenue of the 
Dominion for the year ending with the present 
month will run slightly in excess of the outlay. 
Recent statements by the Ministers had prepared 
tho public for a much less satisfactory report. 

When the Government a vear ago cut taxation 
to a degree which was calculated to leave $25,- 
000,000 in the pockets of the public, the Minis 
ters evidently counted on a larger volume of trad 
than actually developed. The revenue for the 
year fell off more than $52,000,000, partly because 
of this reduction in taxes and partly because 
Canadians bought less abroad than they did the 
year before. That slump in revenue was so seri 
ous that only by paring expenditure five millions 
below the esti 
the narrow surplus of $1,823,000. 

During the previous year the national debt 
was cut down by $35,000,000. Had trade main- 
tained its volume last year there would have been 
a revenue balance of eight or nine millions. That

It is the aim of the British Imm!- 
gration and Colonization § assocla- 
tion of Canada to bring a number 
of boys to the Dominion, the figure 
for this season being set at 609. 
Some have already reached the 
country and the experiences so far 
have beey of a most satisfactory na- 
ture, The boys brought over average 
around sixteen years and camo from 
families who are willing to trust 
their sons to the care of the Asso- 
ciation. No institutional boys being 
taken. When a farmer makes appli- 
cation for the services of a boy he 
must obtain certificates from his 
clergymen and from his bank and 
must satisfy the representatives of 
the association that he will provide 
for the boy e comfortable home und 
give him a proper opportunity of 
learning Canadian agriculturn! me- 
thods. After a boy has been placed 
with a farmer an inspector of the 
association will visit the employer 
within a period of six week to learn 
for himself the conditions and then 
make an agreement as to the wages 
to be paid which date from the time 
of the boys arrival, the minimum 
wage {s $120 per annum and ranges 
from that to $150 per annum. Tho 
employer must forward to the agent 
a statement as to the monies ex- 
pended for clothing and necessities. 
the balance remaining and the lat- 
ter amount will be placed to the 
boys crodit in a bank account at tho 
end of the first year and inspector 
will visit the farmer to see that the 
second year’s agreement is made up 
up on an equitable basis. 

In the speech of weicome today 
the boys were advised to atick it 
out despite natural feeling of home 
sickness and numerous instances 
were quoted of those who had made 
good. On the other hand the farmer 
omployors were advised to be pati- 
ent and sympathetic and to remem- 
ber that everything was new to the 
lads. 1t was said that the fifteen 
boys who landed at Napanee today 
were worth far more to the country 
than ship loads of immigrants from 
undesirable countries and the point 
was strossed that this movement 
will do a lot to keep Canada British 
A tribute was paid to the coloniza- 
tion and development department of 
the Canadian National Railways for 
the manner in which the boys had 
been cared for during their journey 
from Halifax.
